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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Society,  the  Churches  and  All  Our  Other  Friends: 

In  looking  back  over  the  past  year  there  seems  to  be  no  outstanding  feature 
of  unusual  interest. 

We  have  been  continually  busy,  at  times  unable  to  care  promptly  for  those 
who  desired  to  come  to  us,  but  that  is  not  new. 

There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  taxing  our  facilities  beyond  a  reason- 
able limit,  such  as  some  years  have  witnessed.  We  have  been  able  to  care  for 
our  patients  in  general  to  their  satisfaction,  with  few,  if  any,  untoward  or 
depressing  circumstances,  which  are  almost  inevitable  in  a  hospital. 

Our  standard  of  service  has  steadily  improved. 

And  we  close  the  year  with  no  deficit  and  a  small  balance  on  the  right  side. 

There  is  nothing  brilliant  in  that  statement,  nothing  to  excite  special  interest. 
All  that  can  be  said  of  the  past  year  is,  that  it  has  witnessed  a  steady,  quiet, 
effort  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  the  administration  of  the  hospital,  with 
a  sincere  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  medical  staff,  for  the  care  and  welfare 
of  our  patients,  help  for  the  needy,  improvement  in  service,  advance  in  teaching 
and  investigation,  and  a  desire  on  the  part  of  all  to  serve  the  community  to  the 
best  of  our  ability. 

There  has  been  no  opportunity  to  reduce  expenses,  on  the  contrary  an 
increase  for  the  year  is  shown.  Cost  of  supplies  has  increased  in  most  articles, 
wages  have  not  been  reduced.  Attention  has  been  called  in  previous  reports 
to  the  fact  that  the  increasing  demands  for  advanced  methods  of  diagnosis  for 
treatment  of  disease,  require  a  constant  and  large  expenditure  to  furnish  desired 
facilities.  This  unusual  expenditure  is  common  to  all  hospitals,  and  there  is 
every  likelihood  of  its  continuing,  with  resultant  difficulty  in  making  both  ends 
meet.  This  expenditure  must  be  assumed  if  satisfactory  service  is  to  be  given, 
but  it  emphasizes  the  fact  that  hospitals  must  be  more  liberally  provided  with 
funds,  or  they  cannot  be  expected  to  perform  their  proper  functions. 

We  have  admitted  10,832  patients,  which  is  an  increase  over  any  previous 
year. 

Our  charity  work  cost  $211,882.

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The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  has  closed  a  successful  year,  contributing  to 
the  maintenance  of  our  work  in  a  most  efficient  manner.  Details  are  given  in 
its  report  to  which  attention  is  called. 

The  Nurses  Training  School  has  maintained  itself  efficiently.  We  receive 
two  classes  yearly,  and  for  each  there  have  been  more  application-,  than  could 
be  taken.  There  is  already  nearly  a  full  number  booked  for  the  class  which  will 
enter  in  the  spring. 

In  the  Social  Service  Department  1,055  patients  have  been  looked  after. 
This  has  involved  a  large  amount  of  work  which  has  as  usual  endeavored  to 
furnish  instruction  to  the  family,  as  well  as  to  the  patient  himself.  The  rela- 
tion of  this  department  with  other  organizations  of  the  city  and  surrounding 
country  have  been  cordial.  It  has  had  definite  co-operation  with  over  one 
hundred  organizations  during  the  year. 

We  hope  to  increase  our  usefulness  to  the  community  as  well  as  to  the 
hospital,  by  returning  to  normal  activities  men  and  women  who  through  ill- 
nesses might  have  become  permanently  handicapped.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  we  sometimes  receive  letters  from  former  patients  or  their  relatives  long 
after  we  supposed  the  incidents  were  forgotten,  in  which  they  express  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  benefit  received  in  the  hospital. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  has  shown  an  improvement  in 
therapeutic  results  largely  due  to  increased  interest  and  greater  spirit  of  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  the  medical  staff.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  not 
only  do  patients  receive  benefit  from  this  department  while  they  are  in  the  hos- 
pital, but  that  an  increasingly  large  number  learn,  here,  something  they  may 
take  home,  either  as  a  diversion  or  as  a  source  of  income. 

The  Out-Maternity  Department  cared  for  745  cases  and  there  were  749 
infants.  Infant  mortality  during  first  ten  days  1.8  per  cent,  maternity  mortality, 
none. 

We  thank  our  friends  who  have  generously  contributed  of  their  funds  during 
the  year,  and  whose  confidence  has  been  a  constant  stimulus  and  support. 

The  spirit  of  loyalty  to  the  hospital  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  its  admin- 
istration and  the  care  of  our  patients,  and  the  desire  to  be  of  service  to  all  that 
come  to  us  has  been  marked.  To  this  devotion  is  due  wdiatever  success  has 
come  in  the  past,  and  the  hope  of  the  future. 

We  anticipate  for  the  coming  year  increased  opportunity  and  larger  ability 
to  measure  up  to  the  demands  on  us,  that  we  may  be  of  service  to  all  who 
come  to  us  for  help.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  ihc  Board  of  Managers: 

It   is  my  privilege  to  present   the   following  report   for   1922: 

The  average  number  of  graduate  nurses  on  the  staff  has  been  36  and  of 
the  student  nurse  group   197. 

Of  these  an  average  of  26  graduate  and  162  student  nurses  have  been 
on  duty  daily  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  In  addition  24  nurses  (1  graduate 
and  23  students),  have  given  997  nursing  days  to  the  Central  Free  Dispensary;  2 
graduates,  59  students,  758  days  to  the  Out-Obstetrical  Department  of  the 
Rush  Medical  College,  making  3,526  house  calls.  14  students  of  the  School 
elected  four  months'  training  at  the  Chicago  State  Hospital,  accomplishing 
1.362  days'  nursing;  10  three  months  work  at  Durand  Contagious  Hospital 
giving  855  days ;  one  25  days  in  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital ;  6  a  two  months  period  with  the  Infant  Welfare  Society 
making  a  total  of  331  days;  4  with  the  Chicago  Visiting  Nurse  Association 
for  108  days;  4  a  total  of  240  days  in  Rural  Nursing  under  Miss  Harriet 
Fulmer  and  4  in  the  Social  Administrative  Department  of  Chicago  University 
with  a  total  of  328  days. 

The  Helen  North  nurse  has  cared  for  238  patients  free  of  charge  and  the 
Gladys   Foster  nurse  for  232  different  patients. 

The  graduate  special  nurse  group  has  accomplished  21,542  days  special 
duty  and  has  averaged  59  on  duty  in  the  Hospital  daily. 

The  health  record  of  the  student  group  shows  1,183  days  loss  of  duty 
through  illness  on  the  part  of  183.  Of  these  172  were  cared  for  in  the  Sprague 
Home,  32  finally  being  admitted  into  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  which  gave 
367T/i  days  service  to  the  school.  The  Durand  Contagious  Hospital  also  cared 
for  8  of  our  students  for  a  period  of  170  days.  The  nature  of  the  illness 
has  varied,  with  colds,  sore  throats  and  subsequent  tonsellectomies  predominat- 
ing. 

We  wish  again  to  convey  most  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  the  school 
physicians  and  to  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and 
of  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  as  also  to  Durand  Contagious  Hospital  for 
their  unvarying  assistance   in  time   of   illness. 

6.415  days  have  also  been  lost  by  student  nurses  during  vacations  or  other 
necessary  rest  periods,  by  urgent  home  demands  or  other  causes  requiring 
absence   from   the  instituticn. 

916  letters  and  105  personal  interviews  are  on  record  from  those  interested 
in  securing  information  regarding  the  school.  207  of  these  were  allowed  to 
make  formal  application;  124  were  accepted  and  110  entered,  while  30  enlisted 
students   have   dropped    from   the    school   during    the    year. 

In  the  future,  unless  increased  accommodation  be  provided  in  the  Sprague 
Home,  the  classes  entering  each  spring  and  fall  must  of  necessity  be  smaller 
in  size  and  the  designated  number  for  enrollment  be  firmly  adhered  to. 

With  the  addition  of  several  members  to  the  graduate  nurse  staff,  it  is 
believed  that  the  nursing  of  the  hospital  has  become  more  efficient  while  some 
development  has  been  made  in  better  teaching  methods  for  our  students  in 
both  practical   and   theoretical  instruction. 

To  those  members  of  the  medical  profession  as  to  all  others  who  have 
in  any  way  assisted  in  the  educational  undertakings  of  the  school,  we  are 
thoroughly  appreciative  and  most  grateful. 
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With  the  class  of  51  graduating  in  1922,  the  graduate  body  of  the  school 
has  reached  592.  Of  these,  168  are  known  to  be  engaged  in  private  duty 
nursing;  82  in  Institutional  Work;  51  in  one  of  the  many  forms  of  public 
health  work;  8  in  the  Foreign  Mission  and  2  in  the  Home  Mission  Field;  8 
doing  Post  Graduate  study. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  have  learned  of  the  death  during  the  year  of  3  of 
our  graduates :  Edna  P.  Witmen,  class  1918,  whose  illness  started  immediately 
after  her  release  from  Service ;  Mary  Lauretta  Sanders  and  Gladys  L.  Hall, 
both  of  1920  class,  each  of  whom  was  seriously  ill  during  the  first  influenza 
epidemic  and   from  which  neither  ever  entirely  recovered. 

The  Alumnae  Association  has  met  with  some  success  in  its  endeavor  to  add 
to  the  School  Endowment  Fund  and  the  student  body  has  made  its  usual  con- 
tribution of  a  concert  by  the  Florence  Nightingale  Chorus  to  aid  the  same 
Fund  and  of  a  bazaar  for  the  Free  Ward  Nurse  Benefit. 

The  completion  of  the  School  Endowment  Fund  and  the  realization  of  close 
affiliation  with  a  local  university  remain  as  yet  unaccomplished,  both  of  which 
facts  materially  affect  the   future  development   of  the  nursing   school. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers ;  to  the  members  of  the  Wom- 
an's Auxiliary  Board ;  to  the  Medical  Staff,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
and  his  associates,  and  to  the  Graduate  Nurse  Staff  of  the  School,  as  well 
as  to  all  others  who  have  helped  in  any  way,  grateful  thanks  is  sincerely 
extended.

THE  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES  COMMITTEE 
The   School   for  Nurses,   Miss   McMillan   reports,    has    an   average   of    197 
student  nurses  with  36  graduate  nurses  as   supervisors  of  floors,  head  nurses 
executives,  out  obstetrical  nurses  and  instructors. 

The  Nurses'  School  Committee  has  kept  the  Woman's  Board  in  touch  with 
the  school  activities  while  the  Chairman  is  in  Europe.  Miss  Morley,  head  of 
the  Children  s  Department,  has  given  interesting  reports,  and  Miss  Dunlap 
President  of  the  Nurses'  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  told  of  her  experience  at  the  summer 
conference  at  Lake  Geneva,  where  the  Woman's  Board  sent  one  student  nurse 
delegate  and  the  school  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Chapter  itself  sent  two.  The  spiritual 
side  of  life  and  the  affiliation  and  co-operation  with  others  whom  the  Y  W  C  A 
reaches  is  a  development  for  all  young  women  which  we  covet  and  cherish 
tor  our  girls. 

The  student  nurses  continue  to  pay  toward  the  fund  for  the  endowment  of 
a  ward  nurse  in  memory  of  Gladys  Foster,  who  died  in  training  Durino-  the 
past  year  through  sales  on  board  days  and  in  other  ways,  they  have  netted &$600. 
Our  Board  is  assisting  in  this  fund,  and  the  personal  contributions,  often  small 
amounting  this  year  to  $200,  show  the  human  appeal  of  this  service,  which 
provides  for  a  special  private  nurse  for  the  critical  48  hours  following  a  serious 
operation  for  a  ward  patient  who  cannot  otherwise  have  this  comfort 
The  annual  appropriation  to  this  Fund  by  the  Board  is  $1  000  00 
The  Florence  Nightingale  Chorus  gave  a  concert  a  year  ago  in  Kimball 
Hall  by  which  $443  was  added  to  the  school  endowment.  This  concert  will  be 
an  annual  affair  under  the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Board.  It  is  a  com- 
mendable fact  that  the  graduates  have  undertaken,  we  might  say,  for  posterity 
an  endowment  fund  which  it  is  hoped  in  time  will  reach  a  million  dollars  to 
further  develop  and  maintain  a  high  educational  standard  of  the  school 

The  scholarships  provided  by  the  Woman's  Board  are  used  for  the  student 
nurses  who  are  being  trained  as  missionaries,  and  our  loan  fund  is  extended 
to  those  who  have  progressed  far  enough  in  their  work  that  we  may  know 
them  worthy  of  a  bit  of  temporary  financial  assistance,  which,  we  are  -ratified 
to  learn  by  experience,  is  always  repaid  at  their  earliest  convenience  After 
getting  into  shape  the  record  of  missionary  candidates  receiving  scholarships 
and  loans,  Mrs.  Graham  has  turned  this  work  over  to  Mrs.  Edwin  Miller  of 
our  Roman's  Board,  while  she  herself  looks  after  the  welfare  of  the  mis- 
sionaries who  are  already  in  foreign  service  and  are  in  need  of  hospital 
care.  Mrs.  Graham  represents  to  us  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North- 
west District  and  likewise  to  that  board  she  represents  the  hospital  in  arrang- 
ing all  details  on  a  business  basis  for  the  care  of  returned  missionaries  in  the 
room  endowed  by  our  two  boards.

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 

Our  occupation  work  still  leads  in  many  ways  that  branch  of  treatment 
known  as  Occupational  Therapy,  and  gratifying  results  continue  to  be  observed 
by  our  doctors,  whose  co-operation  and  esprit  de  corps  means  so  much  to  our 
Miss  Brainerd  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Virginia  Hill.  Five  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  patients  were  treated  from  January,  1922,  to  1923.  Our  Treasurer,  Mrs. 
William  B.  ReQua,  shows  a  mailing  list  during  the  past  year  of  776  pamphlets, 
with  a  response  of  $164.16,  an  increase  of  $10  over  last  year.  Most  of  these  con- 
tributions are  from  friends  who  have  given  before,  showing  an  interest  in  the 
shop.  Miss  Drake  gave  a  number  of  new  records  for  the  Victrola,  which  is 
always  so  much  appreciated  that  our  old  one,  given  by  the  late  Mrs.  Chas.  G. 
Fuller,  was  completely  worn  out.  A  new  one  has  been  purchased  on  the  installment 
plan  and  the  old  one  turned  in  in  part  payment.  Used  records  are  always  gratefully 
received.  Mrs.  William  Dixon  assisted  Miss  Brainerd  in  visiting  similar  de- 
partments in  other  hospitals,  and  comparing  notes,  as  to  the  advantages  of 
certain  kinds  of  work.  The  department  made  a  handsome  present  to  the 
Chairman  of  a  breastpin,  made  in  the  shop  by  one  of  the  male  patients,  which  she 
is  proudly  wearing.  It  is  of  beaten  silver  with  a  cabochon  Cornelian  stone 
in  the  center.  Friends  who  have  semi-precious  stones  for  which  they  have  no 
further  use  will  find  a  welcome  in  the  shop  for  this  kind  of  work.

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Up  to  the  middle  of  June  we  interviewed  all  patients  sent  to  the  hospital  from 
Central  Free  Dispensary  for  hospital  care.  These  included  not  only  the  patients 
admitted,  but  those  for  whom  there  were  not  accommodations,  and  we  were 
obliged  to  keep  the  information  available  and  get  in  touch  with  them  as  soon 
as  plans  could  be  made  for  their  admission;  also  to  submit  the  necessary  infor- 
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mation  to  the  doctors,  to  decide  which  ones  they  would  find  best  suited   for  tin- 
work  being  done.     It  has  been  a  great   relief   to   drop   that   work,  although    we 
believe    with    Mr.    Bacon,    it    is    a    logical    work    for    the    hospital    to    do.      We 
could   not,   however,   undertake   it   again    with    our   present    staff.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

Chicago  Children's  Benefit  League 

Tag    Day 

Our  membership  in  the  Chicago  Children's  Benefit  League  entitles  our  Tag 
Day  Committee  to  provide  100  workers  for  the  Annual  Tag  Day  of  the  League. 
Our  collection  this  year  amounted  to  $2,550.27. 
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Monday,  October  16,  1922,  was  the  sixteenth  annual  tag  day  of  the  Chicago 
Children's  Benefit  League.  For  fifteen  years  we  have  been  receiving  the  benefits 
of  this  organization. 

The  money  is  expended  only  for  children's  work  and  at  present  supports  a 
prenatal  nurse  in  social  service  department,  a  wet  nurse  when  needed  for 
infants'  department,  part  time  of  a  kindergarten  instructor  in  children's  depart- 
ment and  a  payment  on  the  fourth  Tag  Day  Bed  for  children. 

Our  returns  are  smaller  this  year,  the  decrease  being  brought  about  no 
doubt  by  the  smaller  tagging  area  assigned  to  the  hospital. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  charities  benefiting  by  the  Children's  Tag 
Day  has  made  it  necessary  to  surrender  some  of  our  best  locations,  so  this  is 
the  explanation  of  the  loss  in  collections  by  the  west  side  Churches,  all  other 
locations  remaining  the  same.  Seventeen  Churches  provided  workers  for  that 
day.  The  largest  box  was  collected  in  Evanston,  with  $77.54  to  its  credit.  Our 
banner  Church  is  again  the  New  Eighth,  having  a  sum  of  $395.47 ;  the  second 
is  Normal  Park,  $319.70;  third,  the  Second  of  Evanston,  $275.73;  fourth,  the 
Crerar  Memorial,  $228.85;  fifth,  the  First  Evanston,  $221.27,  and  the  sixth  is 
Ravenswobd,  $156.19,  and  so  on  down  the  list,  making  a  gross  total  of  $2,550.27, 
with  expenses  of  $84.73,  leaving  a  net  balance  of  $2,465.49,  to  be  used  for  these 
needy  children.
